be borrowed as often and as rapidly 
as the interest and dividends on out- 
standing stocks, bonds and mort- 
gages draws the money volume of the 
United States mto the dark vaults of 
the holders of these outstanding secu- 
rities.

portlon. 
Boston for the same period 


Increased Its city d°bt from $35,000,000 
to f,6.000,000. Jersey City In six years 
increased its city debt from $4,600,000 
to $16,300,000, and New York City, al- 
though it already has a city debt of 
more than $250,000,000, and its real es- 
tate mortgaged for more than $1,000,- 
000,000 and its banks owing depositors 
more than $l.rjOO,000,000, and with cor- 
poration debts galore, has recently in- 
creased Its assessed valuation by about 
$1,300,000,000. so it tould issue $140,- 
000,000 more bonds as needed, and help 
do its share towards getting the money 
out of the vaults of the bondholders in- 
to active circulation, and will repeat 
the process as rapidly as ooo.ision re- 
quires.

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SOMETHING NEW IN THE SUN 


I 


T is said that there is "nothing new under the sun ' 


but an Indiana astronomer claims to have made 


discoveries concerning the sun. which if true, are 
certainly new to the greit mass of mankind. 


The generally accepted idea of "Old Sol" is that 


he is a huge ball of fin-, a seething mass of matter in 
a state of intense combu.stion, sending out light and 
heat in every direction. 
Much profound and even 


painful conjecture has been indulged as to the length 
of time that \\ill be required for this great mass to 
cool off to such an extent that it will no longer give 
light and heat to tU encircling planets, as a result of 
which our own earth will cease to be habitable and 
man \\ill become extinct. Our Indiana friend, whose 
name is Alexander Young, comes to our relict" on this 
score in a \\a\ that compels us to regard him as some- 
thin.;,' of a public benefactor, for he describes his al- 
leged disco\erics on the surface of the sun in a man- 
ner at once romantic and jxjetic. besides being in the 
highest degree encouraging to the human race. 


He claims to have discovered in his observations 


two spots on the MHI'S surface, the remarkable part of 
which is that but one is visible at a time, one being 
seen b\ the right eye, the other by the left e}c only. 
He sa\s that the solar sj>ectnim is a division of the 
component parts of the electric current proceeding 
from the sun taking place after it enters the confines 
of the earth's atmosphere upon which is electrograph- 
cd the image of the solar fields of color and which 
spread over the vast surface of the sun. 


Mr. Young states that he has beheld on the sun's 


surface land with extended slopes of mountain sides 
with grand and precipitous heights, whose rocks glow 
with prismatic colors mingled with green freshness 
of a perennial vegetation and floral radiance with 
which the most beautiful natural objects on earth do 
not compare, and from this spring the corors we find 
in the rainbow and the prism. Beyond these moun- 
tain slop's are valleys and plains which are 
the 


abodes of exalted beings who live at the fountain 
and source of all we cnjo>, and drink at the wells 
of endless life and bask in the rays of atmosphere 
illuminated by the light of perennial day. 


» 
I low beautiful that all is! If it is only true we 


may feel relieved from all anxiety about the sun cool- 
ing off, the earth becoming a desert waste, and the 
human race with its hopes and fears, its pride and 
ambition becoming absolutely extinct. 


The principal drawback to the glowing picture is 


the extreme probability that much of the condition 
described exists only in the exhuberant fancy of Pro- 
fessor Young. We may grant that new discoveries 
are all the time being made in the field of science. 
Bat this is not so much a matter of discovering some- 
thing new, as one of seeing what was discovered long 
ago. 
For ages the greatest of astronomers have had 


the most powerful of telescopes trained upon the sun 
for the purpose of ascertaining its composition and 
character and the nature of the spots upon its surface. 
It has remained for Professor Young to observe the 
extended mountain slopes the grand 
precipitous 


heights, whose rocks glow with prismatic colors with 


which the most beautiful objects on earth do not o 
>• 


pare, etc., etc., 


The whole thing reads like the mythological idea 


of the "Isles of the Blessed," and the peculiarly fa- 
vored home of the "Hyperboreans." * If the Professor 
had not mounted quite so high on the stilts of his po- 
etic fancy, his statements would probably carry a 
little more weight with the astronomical 
world. 


When he talks of there being two sun spots, only 
one of which is visible at a time, one being seen by 
the right eye and the other by the left eye only, it is 
more suggestiv/ of some defect-in his own eyesight, 
than of any existing fact in connection with the sun. 


Professor Young may be right about these things, 


but we prefer to wait for some corroborative evidence 
before accepting his statements in all their length and 
breadth.

NOT TO BE SATISFIED 


T 


HE Carson News seems determined not to be 


satisfied with anything that the legislature does 


except when one house or the other decides in favor 
of a Republican in a contest for a seat. .,The senate 
made such a decision not long since, and the News 
patted that body on the back most affectionately, de- 
claring in substance that the legislation of the State 
was entirely safe in the hands of men so fair and hon- 
orable in dealing with a political opponent. That, 
however, was somewhat in the nature of "hot air" 
let off rather suddenly and thoughtlessly. 


Since the Hearst resolution has been adopted by 


ar. ahr.oft unanimous vote in both houses, and .the 
Xews was about as well pleased as it would have been 
at the advent of an epidemic of smallpox. It opened 
its batteries and poured two columris of invictives 
upon Mr. Hearst. In that article with its usual re- 
gard for consistency and logic, everything of good 
in the Hearst newspapers was credited to the man- 
aging editor, while all that was bad in the judgment 
of the News was laid at the door of Hearst .himself, 
Everybody knows of course, that the tirade against 
Hearst was merely an indirect lashing of the Repub- 
lican members who voted for the resolution, and es- 
pecially of Mr. Averill who said some kindly things 
of the man to whom it referred. 


And now the News is dissatisfied with the action 


of the legislature in enacting the Irrigation Law. 
True, it has not specified anything wrong in the law. 
or indicated in what way it can do any possible harm. 
Nevertheless, it gloats over the fact that the Califor- 
nia legislature has defeated a similar measure, al- 
though that bill was recommended by some of the 
highest officials in the United States Geological Sur- 
vey—men %vho presumably have studied the subject 
with quite as much care and intelligence as have 
characterized the labors of the News. But our Car- 
son contemporary finds in this action of the California 
legislature satisfactory proof that the members of 
that body do their own thinking, while our legislators 
allow Mr. Newlands to do their thinking for them. 


It goes without saying that the fusion party mem- 


bers of the legislature care literally nothing about 
what the News has to say concerning this or 
anv 


other matter, and it begins to look as if the Republi- 
can members are equally indifferent. 
Our recollec- 


tion is that it was a Republican senator, (and the 
same one by the way, over whose vindication the 
News was so jubilant" a short time ago) who moved 
that Mr. Newlands be thanked for his efforts on be- 
half of the Irrigation Law. 


But further than this, how docs the News know 


that the irrigation bill was defeated in the California 
legislature by the independent thinking of its mem- 
bers? The San Francisco Chronicle, which probab- 
ly understands the situation in our sister State as 
well as the News does, asserts broadly that the bill 
was defeated by sinister influences. Such things have 
occurred in California and it is not impossible, but 
on the contrary quite likely, that the Chroicle is right. 
At all events of one thing we may be sure: It is more 
nearly right than the News is in its comment upon the 
action of our own legislature.

WASHINGTON, p. C., Feb. 24.- 


The Central Committee of the Twen- 
tieth Century National Gospel Cam- 
paign baa Imued an appeal to the 
Christian ministers and leaders of th* 
•country for a national Lenten gospel 
campaign. The appeal asks that to- 
morrow, which is Ash Wednesday, be 
Bet aside as a special day of humilia- 
tion and prayer, that the church build- 
ings be opened to the public each day 
during Lent and the people be invited 
to pray for a national and universal 
revival of Christian religion. The com- 
mittee suggests that from the day of 
prayer until April 10 every minister 
undertake the work of personal, posi- 
tive evangelism among the unsaved.

NATURE NOTES 


An English medical authority writes: 


"It seems evident that disease Is com- 
municated by some Intermediary agent 
which can pass from rats to man with- 
out actual contact between the two and 
which is found In warm dead rats and 
not In cold ones. There Is good rea- 
son for believing that this Interme- 
diary is ther at flea. It Is well known 
that It leaves the bodies of rats as 
soon as they become cold and the 
plague microbe has been foundln the 
bodies of rat fleas. It is stated that 
this flea will not bite human beinga, 
but the evidence In support of this con- 
tention ia slight and Inconclusive. The 
fact that In one or two cases It has 
been found that the rat flea will not 
attack man Is no proof that it never 
does so, and the evidence which seems 
to show that it Is only occasionally 
that this particular flea: attacks men— 
and then only certain individuals—ac- 
counts perfectly for what has been 
stated earlier, that in plague due to rat 
infection only a limited number of per- 
sons are attacked in proportion to the 
number of rats suffering from 
the 


disease."

Wood pigeons in England this year

The statutes of the State of Nevada 


provide as follows in the matters of 
making amended locations, or changes 
of boundaries: 
"If at any time the 


locator of any mining claim hereto- 
fore, or hereafter located, or his as- 
signs, shall apprehend that his orig- 
inal certificate (of location) was de- 
fective, erroneous, or that the require' 
ments of the law had not been com- 
plied with before filing; or shall be de- 
sirous of changing his surface boun- 
daries, or of taking In any part oi an 
overlapping claim which has 
been 


abandoned; or In case the original cer- 
tificate was made prior to the passage 
of this law, and he shall be desirous of 
securing the benefits of this act, such 
locator or his assigns may file an ad- 
ditional certificate, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act; provided, that such 
relocation does not Interfere with the 
existing rights of others at the time of 
such relocation, and no such reloca- 
tion, or the record thereof shall pre- 
clude the claimant or claimants from 
proving any such titles as he or they 
may have held under previous loca- 
tions." The law does not require that 
in making an amended location that 
the relocator shall state for what pur- 
pose he makes an amended location, 
but simply gives him that right, but 
does not permit him to appropriate any 
portion of a claim located by others, 
either prior to his original location or 
subsequently. 
Any rights 
or privi- 


leges obtaining under the original lo- 
cation extends to the amended loca- 
tion. 
All the assessent work for a 


group of claims may be done on one 
of them, but the work must be for 
the benefit of all, as a shaft on one of 
the claims where the same vein runs 
thiough all of the group. It Is doubt- 
ful if the law would permit the work 
to be done on one claim where the 
sevoal claims of the group were lo-
